Claims 1-4, 8-9, 14-15 are pending in this 
application. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding independent claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach the 
functionality of "causing a software sales site on the network to receive an access 
directly from one of the portable data terminals so as to allow a user of said one of the 
portable data terminals to make a purchase-request of software; storing the software, 
which was purchase-requested at the software sales site by said one of the users from 
a portable data terminal of said one of the users, sent from the software sales site into 
one of dedicated storage areas uniquely allocated to said one of the users of the 
storage server without sending the software from the software sales site directly to the 
portable data terminal of said one of the users". 

4. Regarding independent claim 8, the prior art of record does not teach the 

functionality of "means for receiving software, which is purchase-requested directly to a 
software sales site by one of the users from a portable data terminal of said one of the 
users, sent from the software sales site for storing the software into one of the 
dedicated storage areas uniquely allocated to said one of the users". 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
